WASHINGTON (£1—The adm inis­ 
tration has about decided to ask 
Congress to change a law which 
requires fingerprinting of all non­ 
official visitors to the U. S. 
The m ove is shaping up as part 
of a W hite House-backed plan to

with R ussia and other countries. 
R ussia and som e other natioffis 
have bitterly objected in the past 
to the fingerprinting required for 
issuance of an Am erican visa. 
The Soviets canceled a propos­ 
ed visit by a group of student edi­ 
tors last spring rather than allow 
them to be fingerprinted. A sim i­ 
lar com plication which for a tim e 
threatened to halt, the just-conclud- 
ed visit of Russian farm leaders 
to this country was avoided by 
designating the group as an offi­ 
cial delegation. 
Fingerprinting is required under 
a section of the McCarran-Walter

'In Handouts 


Some Parts O f Nation 
Getting Hurt; Others 
Feeling Prosperous

NEW YORK GPI—-Fickle nature 
has been aiming blows at the econ- 
_ omy in more than one section of 
^ the nation, At the sam e tim e it is 
dealing hot prosperity to others. 
To the hum an m isery and great 
property dam age in D iane’s wake 
will be added disruption of much 
industry and a strain on the build­ 
ing m aterials companies already 
plagued by shortages. 
In parts of the Middlewest hot 
and humid weather favored the 
corn crop for awhile. But now 
a seering and dry w eather is report- 
^ ed blasting the hopes of many 
farm ers who had looked for a 
bum per crop. 
In the eastern states hurricanes 
and floods ruined part of the to­ 
bacco and corn crops. 
The heavy rains, however, re ­ 
vived many seercd pastures, bring­ 
ing cheer to dairym en. West of the 
Mississippi some areas have an­ 
other story. There drought is kill- 
£ ing pastures and some livestock 
men are reported saying they may 
have to rush cattle to m arket. 
Butter 
production, 
partly 
be­ 
cause of the fickle w eather, has 
been running 7 per cent lower this 
August than last. 
Durum wheat farm ers, on the 
other hand, have had a good year, 
nature having dealt lightly with 
them in the m atter of disease. This 
wheat is highly favored by the 
^ m akers of m acaroni. 
D iane’s 
furious 
torrents 
dealt 
heavy blows to some eastern rail­ 
roads, which won’t be able to move 
much revenue freight for some 
time. Not only are their roadbeds 
gone, but also the output of many 
of their custom ers. 
The storm ’s destruction of fac­ 
tories, highways, utilities, stores, 
heavy call for building m aterial, 
heavy call for building m aerial. 
44 The great building boom already 
was straining the capacity of some 
of the building m aterial producers. 
Spot shortages in cem ent, gypsum 
and lum ber have been reported, 
as well as in some copper and 
other m etal products.

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THE PRISONER PROBLEM 
ELEVEN HEROIC U. S. fliers are set­ 
tling into American life again after their 
dreadful ordeal with Red Chinese barbar­ 
ism, but the problem of what to do about 
communist prisoner-of-war practices re­ 
mains unsolved. A code of conduct issued 
by the President instructs Americans who 
are captured to resist red barbarity to the 
limit. 
But in the long stretch of cold war years 
that may lie ahead efforts must be direct­ 
ed toward the communists to persuade 
them to end their callous practices, fol­ 
lowed by retaliatory steps if they fail. 
Secretary of State Dulles has suggested 
the United States might publish a white 
paper detailing the terrible experiences of 
Americans who were prisoners of the reds 
and hold this table of horror before t h e 
world until the communists discover their 
methods are a liability. If this failed, it 
m ight be necessary to seek new Geneva 
Convention definitions governing 
treat­ 
m ent of prisoners of war to replace those 
to which Moscow and Peiping do not ad­ 
here. 
The West would never descend to tor­ 
ture, but prisoners could be employed in 
work camps and prisoner volunteers could 
be permitted to take up arm s against the 
reds. 
First, Moscow and Peiping should be in­ 
form ed there can be no negoiations on ad­ 
justing disputes or promoting disarmament 
until the communist governments agree to 
adopt civilized treatment for prisoners. 
The U. S. has insisted upon good deeds 
a s a test of good faith. Instead, the worst 
deeds imaginable have been inflicted on 
American military personnel and civilians 
by red captors, and there has been no con­ 
fession of error or pledge of reform from 
any sector of the communist world. 


MONKEY BUSINESS

It’s conceivable that a brand new mi­ 
nority group would take form, with all the 
sensitivities and strivings inherent in such 
groups. Perhaps, with no disrespect to Sir 
George, it would be the better part of wis­ 
dom to drop the whole idea.

John J. McCloy, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the Chase-Manhattan Bank 
in New York, defined the nature of bank- 
ing in a manner that indicates the degree 
to which this service industry has become 
socialized in this country. He*said: 
“. . .it is relevant to note that in sup­ 
porting their objective to foster the sound­ 
ness and capability of banks, the super­ 
visory authorities place certain definite 
limits on the competitive process. For ex­ 
ample .banking is not a business which 
anyone can enter who has the necessary 
capital and who desires to go intb it. In­ 
deed, existing banks are not even free to 
expand as they may desire. The supervis­ 
ory authorities — the Comptroller of the 
Currency, the Federal Reserve Board, the 
FDIC, or th various state banking agen­ 
cies—exercise control over entry into bank­ 
ing; they control the ability of existing 
banks to establish new branches; and their 
i approval is usually required for any in- 
I crease in capital stock. 
“Today in New York City, for example, 
it is not possible for a bank to open new 
branches in many areas of the city. F re­ 
quently the supervisory authorities will not 
permit additional offices on the ground 
that there is already an established bank 
in the area and the opening of a new 
branch might lead to excessive competi­ 
tion. This same situation prevails in many 
other areas of the country as well. Hence 
one of the prim ary requisites for free com­ 
petition — freedom of entry — is generally 
absent in banking. . .” 
It was never intended, either by the Con­ 
gress or by state legislative bodies, when 
j bank legislation was parsed, that compe­ 
tition should be eliminated from banking, 
just as when railroad legislation was pass­ 
ed, it was never intended to reduce t h e 
railroads to non-competitive 
operations 
strangled by the bureaucrats of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. These are 
two examples of bureaucratic excesses 
which do not serve the people who are led 
falsely to believe that they are in s o m e 
m anner protected by officials. 
Mr. McCloy says: 
. .banking is not a 
business which anyone can enter. . .” 
which is only too true. But who are the 
political appointees who determine who is 
to be permitted to enter the banking busi­ 
ness? It would be interesting if a Congres­ 
sional committee would gather data on 
how many employees of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board or the Comptroller of the Cur­ 
rency, who looks after banks in the Fed­ 
eral system, or the State Banking boards 
and control agencies have found employ­ 
ment with banks while they were working 
for government or immediately after they 
were fired or retired. It is not unusual to 
hear, a year or two in advance, that such 
arid such an official will get a job in such 
and suck a bank when he is retired — and 
i he does. 
But from what vast experience are these 
bank controllers and examiners recruited? 
Often they are lawyers without much prac­ 
tice who get a government job; often they 
are young men on the Civil Service to 
whom a million dollars is a shocking fact. 
Some of these bank examiners are so ig­ 
norant of normal business practices that 
their inspections become an absurdity at 
which practical bankers laugh but the rec­ 
ommendations of which they m ust obey.

Summer Insect Pests 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHAT is the worst sum m er­ 
time pest? T h at’s easy, it is the 
mosquito. I don’t think many of 
you will argue with me about 
that. Even with all our mosquito 
control program s and household 
insecticides, some of these pesky 
little bisects manage to nip us 
n u m e ro u s tim e s th ro u g h th e 
summer. 
No Spacial Target 
Maybe you think you’ve been 
singled out as a special target, 
but this is not so. Mosquitoes are 
pretty democratic. They will bite 
just about anybody who is not 
protected. At least the females 
will and they are the ones who do 
the biting. 
For some mysterious reason, a 
female mosquito cannot lay her 
eggs after she has m ated until 
she has a blood meal. T hat is 
when she seeks you out and sinks 
her proboscis into your arm or 
leg. 
Protective Measures 
H o w ev er, th e r e a re m a n y 
things you can do to protect your- 
self. 
Insect-repellent candles are re­ 
ported to be pretty good when 
you are just sitting around out­ 
doors. And there are numerous 
repellent solutions on the m arket. 
An especially effective one Is a 
solution of two parts ethyl hex- 
anediol, two parts indalone and 
six parts dimethyl phthallate, 
which can be bought in your 
neighborhood drug store. Rub it 
on your skin and mosquitoes will 
shy away from you for from two 
to four hours. 


You can get im munity for up 
to three weeks if you douse your 
clothing with this repellent. It 
might be best to use old clothing, 
because the solution will rem ain 
effective even after washing. 
Light Colors Are Beet 
The color and type of clothing 
also reportedly plays an im por­ 
ta n t part in repelling mosquitoes. 
Tests conducted by a C anadian 
professor, a few years ago, showed 
th a t mosquitoes were most in­ 
trigued by dark-colored clothes. 
Light summery colors won’t a t­ 
tract them as readily, according 
to the tests. And, apparently, 
mosquitoes hate green most of aff. 
Shiny Fabrics 
The reports also indicate th a t 
mosquitoes do not like shiny m a­ 
terials, such as satin. 
Since these little pests are es­ 
pecially attracted to warm, moist 
bodies, you’re probably more apt 
to be bitten if you are perspiring. 
They also like the carbon dioxide 
of hum an breath. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. E. R.: W hat are the symp­ 
toms of diverticulitis and w hat 
can be done for it? 
Answer: Diverticulitis of the 
intestine m eans th a t there are 
little pouches which have formed 
in the intestine. These pouches 
often become inflamed. When 
they are inflamed, the condition 
is called “diverticulitis.’’ 
The exact cause is not known. 
Usually a bland diet may prove 
helpful and also rest. X -rays 
should be taken In order to make 
a definite diagnosis.

WASHINGTON 
Uh—In 
the old 
vaudeville 
days,

opened 
with a juggling act, a few fox 
terriers, or acrobats on a tight­ 
rope. Nowadays Marshal Tito is 
the neatest tightrope walker in 
Europe. 
The boss of Communist Yugo­ 
slavia skips along nimbly, and so 
far successfully, on a thin line 
between the West and Russia, do­ 
ing business with both sides. This 
is sometimes called playing both 
ends against the middle. 
Tito himself in a speech last 
month called it “ cooperation and 
normalization of relations.” 
Yugoslavia fitted neatly into the 
East European Communist bloc 
until 1948, when Stalin made the 
mistake of ordering Tito abound 
too much. He broke with the old 
dictator. 
His Red neighbors cast him into 
a Communist limbo and for at 
least five years filled the airwaves 
over Eastern Europe with a cam­ 
paign of vilification, including the 
use of the word “hangman.” 
All this was delightful news to 
the West. This was the first time 
a 
satellite had cut loose from 
Russia. No one could tell, if Yugo­ 
slavia was handled right, whether 
more satellites might follow. 
Since Tito’s .break with Stalin, 
the United Sates has given Yugo­ 
slavia about 500 million dollars in 
m ilitary aid and perhaps the same 
amount in economic help, in grants 
not loans. 
After Stalin’s death in 1953 the 
new rulers of Russia, seeing the 
dam age their old boss had done to 
the onetime solid Communist front 
in Europe, began to make goo-goo 
eyes at Tito to woo him back. He 
w asn’t wooed easily. 
He had it pretty good in his rela­ 
tions with the West and the help 
he got from that direction. This 
year the 
Russians 
—- 
Prem ier 
Buganin 
and 
Communist 
party 
chief 
Khrushchev 
— 
made 
an 
humble pilgrimage to Yugoslavia. 
This worried the West no end, 
particularly when Tito and the 
Russians seemed to have patched 
up their old quarrel. It was at this 
point Tito climbed up on the tight­ 
rope. 
If he could deal with both the 
West and Russia and the satellites 
he would have it twice as good as 
in the past, when he had been 
able to deal with only one side at 
a time. There was a future in 
playing hard to get. 
In July he made a speech. “We 
are Communists,” hq said, “ but 
we do not wish to be affiliated with 
any bloc. W’e wish to be an inde­ 
pendent country.” 
At the same time, he said, “ I 
reiterate we shall not take a single 
step away from our friendly rela­ 
tions with the West. 
Tito is a businessman. He got 
the Russians to cancel an old 90 
million debt, dating back to before 
1948. And he may be able, through 
an eonomic mission he sent to 
Moscow, to get a 120-million-dollar 
loan from them. 
He said in his July speech his 
foreign debts are 400 million doh

profit. 
Whenever, in the capitalist sys­ 
tem, the object is to make a profit, 
the prospect of a 
loss 
is ever­ 
present. The capitalist system is a 
risk economy. Socialism provides 
security by government guaran­ 
tees; it also reverts to slavery, 
which is the surest way of guaran­ 


teeing security. If banks or any 
other industries in 
a 
capitalist 
country are to serve without any 
risk at all, then they become gov­ 
ernment institutions. 
When you look at McCloy’s list 
of controlling agencies, it is clear 
how close the banks are to being 
government agencies. And if the 
bankers do what the government 
wants them to do, whether or not 
it is sound or even honest, t h e 
banker is a great man; otherwise, 
he can be hounded out of the bus­ 
iness.
